autumn rains, has been resumed with 
the intensity which characterized it 
throughout the summer on both wings 
in Courland, in the north, and in Vol- 
hynia, Podolia and East Galicia. In 
the south the Russians are making 
determined efforts to regain the in- 
itiative, while in the center the Austro-

Thus Field Marshal Von Hinden- 
burg and his commanders in Cour- 
land are still being denied their ob- 
jective, the Dvina River, while Field 
Marshal Von Mackensen and the Aus- 
trian generals at the other end of the 
line are engaged in opposing the Rus- 
sian offensive. In the center, on the 
other hand, Lieut.-Gen. Von Eichhorn 
and Prince Leopold of Bavaria are 
pushing forward and, according to the 
Berlin reports, have occupied Wolko- 
wysk, an important railway junction 
immediately east of Bialystok. It is 
for these railways that the Germans 
are now fighting, as when the autumn 
rains turn a great part of the country 
into an impassable morass they will 
need every line of railway to keep 
their armies supplied with provisions 
and munitions. 

IN THE WEST. ! 

Another day of heavy artillery en- 
gagements is recorded on the western 
front, where also there has been a 
series of air raids as well as a bom- 
bardment of the German coast bat- 
teries by the British fleet. 

The Italians claim to have captured 
several Austrian positions on the Ca- 
dore frontier, while on the rest of the 
Austro-Italian front only artillery ac- 
tions have occurred. This long-

The n- 
listas, with the defeat at Torreon, fol- 
lowed by an Inevitable retreat to Chi- 
huahua, will dealt so staggering a 
blow, that their forces will be demoral- 
ized and their government will prob- 
ably be face to face with the problem 
of dissolution. The presemes and ac- 
tion of their delegates at Peace 
conference would lack the tfluetice 
necessary to make any appreciable un- 
pression either upon Mexico itself or 
upon Pan-American nations interested 
in the solution of the Mexican problem. 

BUT ONE ALTERNATIVE. 


There seems to be but one alterna- 
tive now in the judgment of any one 
competent to form an opinion on the 
subject. That alternative is either rec- 
ognition of Carranza or armed inter- 
vention by some foreign power or for- 
elan powers. So long as Villa’s forces 
were kept intact and constituted a 
power capable of successfully restst- 
ine Carranza's troops, the Villistas 
were regarded as a factor that needed’ 
to be recognized and could be reckoned 
with in the solution of the Mexican 
problem. Their recent reverses, sup- 
plemented by the discouraging outlook 
for them, has divested the Convention- 
alist forces and the Conventionalist 
government of qualities essential for. 
serious consideration of their claim to 
be an integral part in Mexican politics. 

This does not imply that Gen. Villa 
either is now or is soon likely to be a 
wholly negligible quantity. His forces 
and his resources have diminished 
greatly since the battle of Celaya, and 
they are likely to be decimated by the 
process of attrition and dissolution on 
the retreat northward to Chihuahua. 
It may be said that Villa has reached 
the scientific point of defeat, but the. 
recognition of that fact has not yet 
crossed even the frontier of his brain. 
Nothing short of complete annihilation 
can put him out of the running. 

WILL KEEP UP FIGHT. 

ne who knows him understands 
cron keep up the fight even 
though his forces be reduced to a 
score of men.

Ambassador Asks United States Department of Labor 
to Provide Men with Positions—Will Continue Pro- 
gramme of Tying up Munition Plants—President 
Breaks Precedent by Calling on Secretary of State. 


Hungarian Ambassador,

CHINA'S HAND 
ON MONGOLIA. 


To Regan Nominal Control 
of Vast Territory. 


Diplomat from Peking Sent 
to Confer New Title. 
Russia Feared Influence of 
Great Eastern Power. 


A. r. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE. } 

PEKING, Aug. 10.—China is about 
to regain nominal control of Outer 
Mongolia, which declared its freedom 
from Chinese suzerainty at the begin- 
ning of the revolution in 1911 and 
set up an independent government 
with the Urga Kutuktu as sovereign. 

In accordance with the recently per- 
fected Chino-Russo- Mongolian agree- 
ment, Outer Mongolia again recognizes 
China’s suzerainty, but becomes au- 
tonomous and retains its right to ad- 
minister its internal affairs and en- 
gage in international negotiations re- 
specting commerce and industry. 3 

This agreement was signed by rep- 
resentatives of China, Russia and 
Mongolia at Kiachta on June 7, and 
became effective immediately, al- 


though the formal ratification will not 
take place unt late in September. 
Mr. Chen-lo, the Chinese diplomat 
who was chiefly responsible for the 
successful negotiations, will then go 
to Urga, the ancient Mongolian cap!i- 
tal, accompanied by aides and 350 
soldiers, preparatory to conferring the 
title of Khan upon the Kutuktu. This 
will be done with great ceremony 
under the direction of Mr. Chen-lo, 
who will remain in Ur as the Chi- 
nese dignitary representing President 
Yuan Shi Kal 

Unlike commissioners who went to 
Mongolia in former centuries, Mr. 
Chen-lo and his party will not ride 
camels northward from Peking across 
the great Gobi Desert, but will travel 
by the Trans-Siberian Railway to 
Lake Baikal, where automobiles will 
carry them southward. 


“STATUS OF MONGOLIA. 


Mongolia is a great unsurveyed 
land. its inhabitants are chiefly wan- 
dering tribes. There are probably 
nearly a million of them, but no cen- 
sus has ever been made. the state 
contains about 1,368,000 square miles. 
It is five times as large as Texas. New 
York could be included within ita 
boundaries twenty-seven times and it 
would meke ten Californias. 

Outer Mongolia is a division which 
is poorly distinguished from Mon- 
golia proper. On most maps it i 
traced as a vague portion of Mon- 
golla adjoining Siberia. Its boun- 
daries are as indefinite as its political 
status has been for centuries. Outer 
Mongolia claimed to be all Mongolia 
and assumed direction of affairs of the 
ntire geographical division known as 

ongolia. When it threw off Chi- 
nese rule it pretended t 
Mongolia. However, 
tain portions of the c * 
sisted they remain loyal to C 

Because of the shiftlessness 
Mongolians and their dislike of 
Chinese found it profitable to 1 
there centuries ago and enga 
farming, crude manufacturing indus- 
tries and trade. Russia always feared 
Mongolia would afford the Chinese a 
gateway to Siberia and enacted strict 
legisiation to keep the Chinese out 
of the territory east of Lake Baikal. 

“Outer Mongolia for the. Mon- 
golians,” has been Russia's watchword 
for many years. Increasing Chinese 
immigration to Mongolia, together 
with the increase in the Chinese po- 
litical influence, alarmed Russia. 
which reasoned that the Mongolians 
were so few and thriftiess they would 
never imperil Russian interests in Si- 


AMBITION OF LEADERS. 

Ambitious Outer Mongolia leaders 
hoped to induce Russia to support 
them in uniting all Mongolia in an 
independent power, and were unwill- 
ing to sonsider returning to Chinese 
protection until it became clear that 
Russia would not lend them a hand 
in taking over Inner Mongolia and 
creating an all-Mongolian govern- 
ment. 

Russia gets exemption from duty on 
all Russian goods entering Mongolia 
and on all Mongolian goods exported 
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to Russia. The agreement grants 
Chinese goods the same treatment 
that China gives Mongolian goods. 
Chinese goods entering Mongolia from 
the north are to enjoy the same treat- 
ment as Russian goods.

Dope Conveyed to Women in 
Seattle Jail by Means

ASKED TO FIX RATES. 


Commission for Heip. 
(BY A. P. DAY WIRE.] 
SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 8.—The 
State Railroad Commission was asked 


today by the Pacific Telephone and 
Telegraph Company to undertak4s an 
investigation of the company's rates, 
tolls and rentals and to fx such 
charges uniform throughout the State 
on the basis of a fair return on the 
capital invested. It has agreed to 
comply with the findings of the com- 
mission. 

The company hopes in this way to 
obviate complaints arising over 
charges of sectional discrimination. 
It has promised to supply the com- 
mission with inventories “ all its 
California holdings. 

In its application to the ‘Railroad 
Commission for a uniform schedule of 
tariffs the telephone company pointed 
out that its California system i« an in- 
tegral unit of its system in Nevada, 
Washington, m and Idaho, and 
that exchanges in each thdividual in- 
stance should be considered in their 
relation to the whole system when 
uniform rates are being fixed. 

The application of the ccmpany 
stated that it was its desire that rates 
not only fair to itself, but fair also to 
the public, be fixed. 

Experts of the company have been 
working for some time on the valua- 
tions of its California units. The in- 
ventories of ite San Francisco and 
Los Angeles operative and hon-opera- 
tive properties have been 
plished and are ready for submission 
to the commission. The work of in- 
ventory will be constinued. 

Some time ago the Railroad Com- 
mission wpon complaint of the com- 
pany patrons made various reduc- 
tions in the company’s rates decreas- 
ing the annual return by $400,000.

New Engiand States Request Cali- 

_ fornia to Re-Stock Their Depleted 

Streams with Fish. 

1 (BY A. P. NIGHT — 

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 8. New 
England States to make an effort 
to replenish their shad supply from 
California, it became known today, 
the original stock of these fish for the 
Pacific Coast having been brought 
from the Connecticut River more than 
thirty-five years ago. 

George H. Graham, Fish and Game 
Commissioner from husetts, 
and John M. Crampton, Fish and 
Game Commissioner from Connecti- 
cut, filed today with tbe California 
Fish and Game Commission a request 


that in the spring when shad come 


into the streams from the sea several 
large shipments of shad be made to 
eastern hatcheries. 

Shad in the New Engiand streams 
have become scarce of recent years 
and the commissioners hope in this 
way to restock the eastern waters. 
The diminished numbers of shad in 
New England is attributed to the dam- 
ming of the streams and the lack of 
laws for protection. Graham, who_is 
president of the National Association 
of Fish and Game Commissioners 
holding sessions in San Francisco, says 
that when the streams have been re- 
stocked efforts will be made to protect

TIVE STEPS TO STOP 
SCALPING, 


The first step in a concerted effort 


to stamp out the ticket-scalping evil, 
which has grown to enormous pro- 
portions in this city, San Francisco 
and San Diego during the past few 
months, was taken yesterday in the 
Bay City, when warrants were issued 
for the arrest of four men. The ac- 
tion was taken at the instance of the 
Railway Ticket Protective Bureau, 
which, it is said, is prepared to cause 
a number of arrests here. 

The men sought by the San Fran- 
cisco police are James E. Joyce, Wil- 
liam Williams, John Doe Flannagan 
and A. W. Plummer. They are spe- 
clally charged with violating a city 
ordinance which requires a license for 
the conducting of a ticket office, but 
if they escape punishment in the Po- 
lice Court, Attorney Thomas O’Con- 
nor, representing the prosecution, de- 
clares they will be rearrested and 
prosecuted under the Federal statute 
which defines as a felony the “scalp- 
ing ot interstate commerce tickets.

Trapped by Woman, Asked 
for Coin, Says Venetian. 


Indicted Detective in Jail 
Again as Consequence. 


Female Sought as an Agent 
of Sol Alexander. 


Sol Alexander, a private detective 
now under indictment by the Federal 
grand jury on the charge of imperson- 
ating a government officer, and known 
because of his alleged connection with 
the fleecing of Mrs. Mary T. Eeles of 
Long Beach, was arrested last night 


on the nominal charge of imperson- 
ating an officer and carrying concealed 
weapons. 

His arrest was the result of a peti- 
tion made to the police by B. 
Clarke, No. 24 St. Marks avenue, Ven- 
ice, who declared he was almost 
blackmailed out of $1500 by the de- 
tective. An effort will be made today 
to have a more serious charge placed 
against Alexander. 

His reported transactions with Mr. 
Clarke, the police report, appear the 
boldest and most offensive efforts to 
extort money that have been reported 
in recent months. 

Mr. Clarke was attempting to raise 
$1500 from his bankers to save his 
family from the shock of an exposure, 
when he was advised to take the mat- 
ter to the police. : 

His account of the transactions lead- 
ing to the alleged demand for $1500 
was that several weeks ago he stopped 
at.a fruit stand near Fifth and Hill 
streets while waiting for a Venice car, 
and purchased some fruit from a 
young woman in charge. She was talk- 
— and they discussed topics of the 

v. 


Mr. Clarke says, he stopped at the 
stand nearly every time he was in the 
city, and purchased fruit from the 
woman. Each time, he she was 
ery talkative, and gradually assumed 
friendly relations. ; 

LEADING HIM ON. 


Tuesday, Mr. Clarke reported to the 
police, he stopped at the stand to 
make his customary purchase, when 
the woman told him she was in great 
trouble and needed aid. She asked him 
to meet her at the stand at 10 o'clock 
yesterday morning. He told her it was 
improbable he could meet her at that 
time, ag business duties would not 
permit, but he promised to try. 

He says he met her and she seemed 
greatly agitated, saying she could not 
talk confidentially with him at the 
fruit stand, and asking him if he 
would object to going to a near-by 
room where they could be alone. He 
consented. 

The woman, whose name is known 
to the police, and who is now being 
sought as an accomplice of Alexander, 
went to a rooming-house at Fifth and 
Hill streets, instructing Mr. Clarke to 
wait until she had engaged a room 
and then come up. She told him, he 
said, that it would look suspicious if 
thex engaged a room together. 

When Mr. Clarke went upstairs to 
meet her, he said, he was met by the 
landlady, who told him he must reg- 
ister. Mr. Clarke said he was going 
to meet the woman for a business 
talk. The landlady said police regu-. 
lations demanded that he register. He 
became suspicious at her eagerness to 
have him register, and when she 
said: “Write down any name,” he said 
he acted on the suggestion and wrote 
the name of Benjamin. Then, he said, 
she told him to put down “and wife,” 
so there would be no conflict with 
the police regulations. 

He did so, 
He said that when he entered the 
room the fruit seller was sitting with 
her coat off, fanning herself and com- 
plaining of the warmth. Then she 
complained of the heat hurting her 
feet and shed her shoes. 
She asked him to be comfortable, 
saying it made her hot to see him bun- 
died in a coat and vest, and asked 
him to remove them. 
At that time came a knock on the 
door and the announcement: “It is 
an officer.” 

ENTER AN OFFICER. . 
Mr. Clarke invited him in. It was, 
Mr. Clarke says, Sol Alexander, now 
proprietor of the Citizens’ Detective 
Agency, which he recently purchased 
from Hubert M. Kittle, a special de- 
agg now in the employ of the po- 
lice partment. 
He said that Alexander showed his 
star, represented himself to be an of- 
ficer, and arrested him. The star was 
one lesued by the Sher'ff's office and 
cancelled several. months ago. 
Mr. Clarke said: . Alexander said 
he was a private detective employed 
by the woman’s husband to trail her, 
and paid $1.50 an hour for his serv- 
fees. Further Alexander told me her 
husband had offered him a big sum 
of money if he could catch the wom- 
an in a room with a man. And he 
said now that he had me, he was Fo- 
ing to grrest me and the woman and 
get the money. 
J told him I could not afford to 
have such a thing happen, that my 
wife had recently returned from 4 
sanitarium and I had two grown girls, 
and if I was arrested the sheck of 
the arrest might make my wife in- 
sane again. I told him I was inno- 
cent of any wrong, that the woman 
had asked me to come to the room 
to tell me her troubles, and that only 
charity had induced me to spare any 
of my time, as I had no personal de- 
sire to keep the engagement. 

“He said that was all right; he had 
heard the story before, and that I was 
in bad and was going to the ‘can,’ 
meaning the jail, I suppose. 

“Then he told me he would be will- 
ing to let me off if I wanted to pay 
as much as the woman’s husband 
would give him for the arrest. He 
said the husbank had put $1500 in 
the bank for him to draw against, 
and if I wanted to put that much 
money to his credit, he would let me 
go. So he took me to his office, the 
Citizens’ Detective Agency, and there 
I agreed to get the money.” 

It was while he was getting the 
money that the police were informed 
of what had happened, and at once 
arrested Detective Alexander.”

Rescinding formally à resolution 
adopted before the election, in favor

KIPLING’S WAR ARTICLES. 
Rudyard Kipling is the most command- 
ing and popular man of letters in the world. 
Beach combers by the Yellow Sea and la- 
dies in Kensington Garden hum bis bal 
lads; “Mandalay” has gone wherever the 
English voice has sounded; his novels have 
never ceased selling and his short stories 
are among the greatest that have ever been 
written.

R. SPROULE’S WISDOM. 

Mr. William Sproule, president of the 
Southern Pacific Company, has just said 
some sensible and timely things which med- 
dlesome, muddlesome. commissioners and 
Congressmen would do well to heed. 

The man who has a mortgage on a sky- 
scraper for two-thirds its value is almost 
as much interested in its being successfully 
managed, and not allowed to be vacant for 
want of tenants, as is the owner of the 
equity. 

The hundreds of thousands of holders of 
railroad bonds are the mortgagees of a 
quarter of a million miles of roadbed and 
the rolling stock thereon. The 600,000 
shareholders are the owners of the equity, 
and there are 1,750,000 railroad employees 
who would like tu keep their jobs. There 
are many millions of people who patronize 
the roads who would not in the least like 
to travel in stage coaches, on canal boats 
and autos and have their freight hauled by 
mules. 

The management of the railroads is in 
the hands of men who, on the whole, con- 
duct it fairly, and the charges for travel 
and transportation are less than in Europe. 
A traveler from Paris to Marseilles, for 
instance—a distance of about 600 miles— 
pays as much fare as a traveler from New 
York to Chicago, who journeys about 1000 
miles. 

Railroad commissioners are, as a rule, 
politicians who owe their jobs to their po- 


-jitleal activities rather than to their knowl- 


edge of railroad business. Some of them 
do not know the difference between a cow- 
catcher and/a Progressive or Democratic 
platform.

Prof. T. T. Waterman of Berkeley is an 
expert anthropologist, whose anatomy and 
physiology are beyond dispute. When he 


asserts that for modern military service 
a regiment of women is superior to a regi- 
ment of men we have no doubt that from 
a scientific point of view he can prove his 
case. The tables of insurance companies 
are pure arithmetic and they confirm the 
anatomy and physiology of the professor. 

“There is no particular reason,” says 
Prof. Waterman, “why women should not 
be used as soldiers. They have more en- 
durance, more vitality and are less likely 
to succumb to shock-than men. I believe,” 
he concludes, “that the first of the powers 
now at war which will put its women into 
the field will win. 

And in that concluding deduction the pro- 
fessor’s whole house of cards topples over. 
His facts are doubtless correct. In pluck, 
vitality and endurance woman is more than 
the equal of man. It is also true that in 
modern warfare endurance tells more than 
physical strength. But instead of winning 
the war the first power that puts its women 
into the field will be eternally disgraced 
and damned beyond redemption.

We cannot 
Afford to cheapen woman life as the Euro- 
pean war has cheapened man life and ever 
expect to pay a tenth of the reckoning. 

To protect her own home and children a | 
wife will fight side by side with her hus- 
band, and no better soldier was ever turned 
out by the most expert of drill sergeants. 
But as professional killers, to send wom- 
en into a war made by diplomats as food 
for bullets at a shilling, a mark or a franc 
a day is an idea unthinkable to a lover, a 
husband or a father. 

Even supposing one of the European com- 
batants mobilized its women and by their 
superior endurance and tenacity broke 
down the resistance of the enemy, science 
must still answer the world-old question, 
“What shall it profit a man if he gain the 
whole world and lose his own soul?” 


HE PERIL OF ORIENTAL COMPETI- 
TION. 

Samuel G. Blythe in the Saturday Eve- 

ning Post unwittingly furnishes a strong 
protective-tarif? argument when he says: 
“Literally the Japanese work all the 
time. It is not at all uncommon to find 
Japanese men and women at work in 
their shops at 2, 3 and 4 o’clock in the 
morning. They must work like this or 
starve. They live directly in the rear 
of their places of business. Their en- 
tire household equipment comprises a 
few mats, a few cushions and a little 
tableware. They go at their job— 
whether it consists of making clogs 
or inlaid cuff buttons—and work and 
work and work until they are exhaust- 
ed. Then they sleep a little and go 
back to work. It does not take a Jap- 
anese ten minutes to eat his meal of 
rice and fish. He has his festivals, of 
course, and a good many of them, but 
he works the rest of the time, and in 
many households it must be a special 
and personal festival, connected with 
fim individual or family gods, to lure

m from its occupation. He needs the 

ney.” 
There is no efght-hour day in Japan; no 
Leestrictions placed upon the length of a 
working day. “The Japanese work all the 
time—work until they are exhausted.” 
With their wage rate of 10 to 20 cents a 
day they must work all the time to keep 
body and soul together. When they have 
worked themselves to death there are many 
others to take their places. They need but 
ten minutes to eat their slender meal of 
fish and rice, and then to work again, aptly 
comments the American Economist. : 

Already the Japanese manufacturers, pay- 
ing wages of 10 to 20 cents a day for the 
different grades of labor, are exporting in- 
dustrial products on a large and increasing 
scale.

Cheap cot- 
ton textiles that formerly went from the 
United States in large quantities are now 
being supplied by Japan to China, India 
and other countries of the Far East. Hav- 
ing purchased a few American-made knit-

ting machines as samples and having du- 
plicated them extensively in her own ma- 
chine shops, Japan is now making all her 
| own stockings and underwear, besides sell- 


ing to near-by countries. China is turning 
out pig tron and landing it at Pacific Coast 
ports at a price which puts American blast 
furnaces out of business to that extent. 
The peril of oriental competition looms 
larger every year. In time it will menace 
western civilization. This is a question 
which concerns America in particular. The 
time is now at hand when proper s:fe- 
guards—restoration of the Republican pro- 
tective tariff, in chief instance—not alone 
against Europe's industrial surplus when 
the war shall have closed, but against a 
deluge of oriental industries, will be im- 
peratively demanded for the economic safe- 
ty of the American republic. 


A NATIONAL AIR. 

; One good result of this war in Europe 
is the total disappearance of the home-rule 
politics. The 
Orangemen and Nationalists, whose dis- 
putes fourteen months ago threatened to 
involve Great Britain in civil war, are now 
marching side by side against her foes. 

Ulster no longer demands to be excluded 
from a home-rule Irish Parliament, and the 
Irish Nationalists no longer look with favor 
upon the project of cutting Ireland up into 
two hostile camps. . 

There was, indeed, even before the war, 
not much disposition in the south of Ire 
land for separation from the British crown. 
The settlement of the land question by 
which the Irish farmer obtains a freehold 
piece of land and is no longer harassed by 
the agents of absentee property owners 
allayed the political rancor which prevailed 
before the days of Parnell between the 
Irish and the English. The Irish farmers 
are too well off to bother their heads about 
abstract political questions. They have 
really now no grievance to complain of. Ire- 
land is naturally a country of remarkable 
fertility. The crops are good. The Irish- 
man could now leave politics to the Par- 
liament at Westminster and at Dublin and 
run the even tenor of his way content with 
his farm. Even before the war it was al- 
most impossible to get a Galway farmer 
who had obtained the freehold of his farm 
to put his hand in his pocket for a sub- 
scription to any political organization. He 
was a Nationalist in theory and in name, 
but he would not put his name down on a 
subscription list, nor attend political meet- 
ings. He had got all he wanted and more 
than he ever hoped for for himself, so why 
should he trouble about anything else? He 


‘| was doing well. There was more money 


in the country than ever there was before. 
He wanted to be left alone to make the 
best of it all. 
Then came the war, and the inborn, in- 
eradicable, invincible impulse of the Irish- 
man for a fight subordinated all other 
questions. He was for Ireland as against 
Britain, but he was for Britain as 
against the World. The record of the Irish 
regiments under Wellington in the penin- 
sula and at Waterloo is one of the bright- 
est pages ith English history. Let none 
doubt that it is a record that is being re- 
peated today on the continent. Is not “Tip- 
perary” the. war music of Britain today?

He first drow attention to a case 
of paralysis pf the lover limbs, seen in the 
preceding November, without any evidence 
of ext ] injury, which followed immedi- 
ately after the explosion of a shell in the 
inity of the patient. Lumbar puncture 
the presence of blood in the 
spinal fluid withdrawn. He has recently 
observed three cases which point in a simi- 
lar way to injury to the spinal cord. The 
presence of blood, and augmentation of 
albumin in the spinal fluid of all of the 
cases, point to one common factor—some 
marked disturbance of the brain and spine. 
The observations of Ravaut go far to ex- 
plain the nervous conditions seen in war, 
such as hysterical manifestations, many 
forms of neurasthenia, headaches, paraly- 
sis, etc., which are transient in nature, but 
nevertheless disabling for the time being. 


The energy which is dissipated in the 
vicinity of an exploding shell or mine is 
powerful, and the vibratory force which is 
thus transmitted to surrounding objects, be 
it through tissues, or through the medium 
of the air, has a tendency to disrupt mate- 
rial and anatomical parts; This is seen 
to a marked extent in the case of the high 
explosives Hike pyroxylin. Those in the 
vicinity of detonations from such a sub- 
etance suffer lacerations and other mutila- 
tions, ending in death, with no evidence of 


of the extensive wounds. 


In a less marked way we observe the ef- 
fects of the transmission of the energy of 
a reduced caliber bullet in gunshot wounds 
of the spine and in shots through the vi- 
cinity of large nerve trunks. The high- 
power rifles are now responsible for paraly- 
ses of a permanent and more or less tran- 
sient kind as a result of the disturbance 
exerted by the vibratory force on tissue. 

“Wind contusion” no longer explains the 
injuries which were once so satisfactorily 
understood by that term. In the days of 
the use of solid shot Longmore and Baron 
Larrey explained away this vagary by the 
occurrence of the pressure exerted on the 
part of heavy projectiles having slow mo- 
mentum. The wind of the explosive” as 
a causative agent in the production of cer- 
tain nervous conditions is well shown now 
by Paul Ravaut to be coincident with the 
presence of blood or increase of the amount 
of albumin in the spinal fluid, due to the 
vibratory force which is transmitted through 
the air. The effects of the transmission of 
the energy of high-power military rifle bul- 
lets {se well shown in the injuries of the 
spinal cord and individual nerves. Injuries 
which occur as a direct result of pressure, 
or the transmission of energy through air 
or tissues, should not be attributed to dis- 
turbance in the wind.

Male Friend Jointly Accused 
of Killing Husband. 


Incidents of Tragedy Told 
Before Justice. 


Boy Named as “Other Man” 
tn Suit for Divorce.

SAN BERNARDINO, Sept. 8.— 
Manifesting the same wrath and 
hatred that she showed when her 
husband, W. D. Lamberth, died at 
the County Hospital several weeks ago 
after giving a broken but incriminat- 
ing ante-mortem statement to the Dis- 
trict Attorney, Mrs. Kittie Lamberth, 
at her hearing on a murder charge 


today, again declared that the dead 
man had perjured himself as he 
breathed his last. 

The woman and D. lL. Nicholson, 
whom Lamberth in his dying state- 
ment had said he had suspected for 

period of three months prior to the 

ooting of being in love with his 
wife, maintained that the killing was 
in self-defense, but Judge Edward 
Wall ordered them both to be bound 
over to the Superior Court to answer, 

When Lamberth died, accusing the 
pair of having conspired in his death 
and then subjected him to tortures as 
he lay wounded in his cabin, his wife, 
who had devotedly nursed him and 
then bitterly arraigned him, declared 
that he “died with a lie on his lips.” 

Lamberth at first claimed that he 
had fired the first shot and shielded 
his wife from blame, but when death 
faced him told the authorities that 
Nicholson fired first and then he and 
Mrs. Lamberth contrived their de- 
fense while he lay dying without at- 
tention. 

In her testimony today the woman 
branded Lamberth as the “bully of the 
desert.” She said she had feared him 
and had never been happy. 

“Bome day, had made up my 
mind, he would kill me, and when 
Nicholson decided he would go back 
with me to the after the quar- 
rel, I concluded that it would be best 
to have it over.”

abel E. Walker, the divorced wife 
of the late Cornelius Walkcr, pro- 
prietor of the Walker Piano Com- 
pany, will not be taken. Her depo- 
sition was desired by Attorney Har- 
ker, representing Mabel A. Nason, the 
daughter of Mr. Walker by a former 
marriage, and administratrix of his 
gstate. Mrs. Walker was instructed 
mot to anewer the questions pro- 
pounded when the deposition was 
gought to be taken in the offices of 
her attorneys, Schmidt & Riggins, on 
the ground that she was the guardian 
of her twin children and not a party 
to the action to recover from Mr. 
Walker's $60,000 estate the children’s 
share. 


The court held that she is the 
guardian, but said she must be a wit- 
ness when the matter comes before the 
Probate Court September 16.
